Are you certain you have a NTE or is it the NTX-30? 
The NTE is a sibling to the NTX-30. See my page at 
http://www. io.com/~nielw/nat_list/ntx30.htm 


The NTE was designed to xtal controlled driver and 10 modulator for a 
larger transmitter. It uses 80 meter xtals on 80/40/20/10 bands with a 
series of 6L6 functioning as doublers. Except of 80 meters the RF output 
is from a 6L6 doubler. On 80 it runs as a staight-thru 6L6 oscillator. 
The modulator "final" is a couple of 2A3s push-pull. Advertised for $215 
in 1938. 


The NTX-30 has parallel two 6L6s as an RF final and no modulator. Also 
plug-in coils for fianl RF stage. I'm still looking for a NSM modulator 
to go with my NTX-30. 


An HRO Sr or NC101X would be an excellent match.

Anyone remember Sideband Engineers? If so, remember the SBE-36? This was a 
brushed-aluminum faced 500 watt PEP transciever with a Nixie-tube display. 


I had purchased one of these used at the Rochester (NY) hamfest in the late 
70s and never got it working. I sold it back then but was always intrigued by 
this radio. Well, after a couple of years of looking around for one, I found 
TWO. Different locations, different sellers. One was supposed to be very 
nice, and one was to be for parts only. 


To make a long story short, the "good" unit was a hatchet job (heavily 
modified and missing parts) and the seller lied to me about its condition. 

The "bad" rig turned out to be very nice. Receiver worked and 200 watts 
output on CW even. No SSB though (I think there is something minorly wrong in 
the ALC circuitry somewhere. ) 


The working (formerly "bad") rig has a non-working digital display (I was told 
about this beforehand). I plugged in the hatchet job rig and of course 
nothing worked. EXCEPT THE DIGITAL DISPLAY!! It should be a simple matter to 
unsolder the hundred or so wires connecting the diplay module with this radio 
and put it in the working set. 


So, with a little effort, I will have a working SBE-36, and perhaps be one of 
the very few who does. 


Which brings me to my point - Ham Karma. Anyone want to venture a guess on 
what the odds of these two radios coming together? In one place and at one 
time? I have to believe Faust Gonset's (SBE's founder) ghost had something to 
do with it somehow. 


Which leads to my last point. Anyone out there have one of these? Do you 
want to e-mail or swap stories about the rig? Do you want to sell it or sell 
some parts (like a CW filter?) I came across a nice article in Electric Radio 
about the SBE-33 and SBE-34, and I was thinking of continuing the series with 
an article about the SBE-36. Any info would be much appreciated.

I have had the above radio receiver ever since I was a child at the end 
of the war. It is a 5 tube superhet general coverage receiver with 
regeneration. I believe that it was used by the French resistance during 
the last war, but I can't find any reference to it anywhere. 


It uses a 1R5 and 4 1T4 tubes with plug-in coils for band change. The 
unit still works, and, as a young boy, I used to use it as a SW 
listening receiver. The only other one I have ever seen was at the 
Imperial War Museum in London.

Well, Dave N. wrote of the Greenlee double-D punches, and the 
Greenleee prices charged for 'em. You wanna feel faint, price out the 
special punches for D-sub (computer) connectors, upwards of $400.00! 


Greelee is not the only option. 

Farnell (now the parent company of Newark) has their own catalog; I'll 
have to dig to find contact info unless somebody finds them on the WWW. 
They list some nice, European-made punches at prices well under Greenlee 
in the Farnell catalog but not in the Newark one! Don't know if there's a 
double-D among ‘em or not, but it'd be worth looking at. Takes a metric 
Allen wrench to drive them. 

Or befriend a machinist. It's a tricky bit of work, but if you could 
live with a two-screw drive (to make keeping the halves in alignment 
easier--Greenlee used some kind of tricky sleeve or pins, I think), it 
could be done. Or a hammer-drive punch with double locating pins, though 
whanging old gear (indirectly) with a hammer doesn't hit me as a real good 
idea. ...The fun part is tempering the steel after it's been shaped & 
tapped; it is something of an art to get right on the first try. 


(Greenlee-type punches can often be resharpened, BTW--damage to the 
xcup* half is usually fatal but the cutting half can be filed & honed back 
to shape. Be leery of high-speed grinding if you intend to use it on 
steel, you can take the temper if you get it too hot! An angler's stone, 


an odd-shaped little oilstone thing, will do the compound curves on the 
cutting half. Lost drivescrew, all you need is a high-strength SAE 
bolt--6 hash marks or better. Buy two, they don't last as long as the 
original. Hash marks are on the head of the bolt, the more there are, 
the harder it is, with special markings for "harder than six"). 


A round hole, round grommet, and a 90-degree bend of the line cable 
over to a rubber-lined cable clamp (Sears Hardware sells nice ones, metal 
with rubber lining, like the ones used to hold small piping in the engine 
compartment of cars) is a simple way to go--not as slick as the patent 
grommet/clamp gadgets that take a double-D hole but effective.

Total price comes to a lot less than a Greenlee. Just don't get too 


rambunctious, ya'cana' make 'em smaller too easily. Finish the hole with a 
fine file and debur with that rusty ol' pocket knife you haven't gotten 
‘roun' to chuckin' out yet. You can't see how good a job you did once the 
grommet is in the hole but give yourself points for artistic achievement 
anyway. Back to Austin City Limits......

My RCA Receiving Tube Manual RC-14 copyright 1940 carries the data on the 
1R5, 154, 1S5 and 1T4 on pages 68-72. Little did I know those were the 
first commercial 7 pin minnies. 


I've seen the same little blacked out octagons also and wondered about it 
too. They show up on the cover of RC-14 which has 16 octal tubes ina 


checkerboard arrangement. Each of the glass tubes has blacked out octagons 
but the tube pictures are ink drawings, not touched up photos. 


In my 1948 Essentials of Radio (Slurzberg and Osterheld), on page 164 is an 
illustration of a 58 tube (by then very obsolete) in various stages of 
assembly. It is made up of touched up photos of tube parts with the 
blacked out octagon. 


That same 58 illustration is on page 161 of Radio Engineering (Terman) 
1937. It got a lot of use in those days no doubt. 


A thoroughly trivial pursuit, I wonder what other tubes were employed in 
touched up photos with black background octagons. We may discover what 
tubes were RCA's leading stablemates of the days when the advertising 
illustrators were taking care to let us (and our ancestors!) know what 
tubes to buy. Those who report publications with first appearances of tube 
types will get a big "hooray!". Dig into your dusty old librarys folks.
